The Material factors on which Soviet toportollan bases its 
policy of aggression a gainst the West are as follows: 

* The Soviet Obion serves as the aato political, military, 
economic base and the centre of tools Soviet aspire; 

* The states of toe Soviet bloc are used separately 
or to grotge on p o litica l ear strategic sectors, or Jointly as 
aaxUtortos of toe USSR. 
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National movement b are generated amongst colonial and 
semi -dependent peoples, particularly in Asia and Africa. 

-Fifth columns and Soviet agents are placed in the rear 


of the capitalistic countries. 

It is emphasized that neither t »e Communist parties nor 
revolutionary groups are the main constituents of these fifth 
columns and agents . In the first instance they are those who ad- 
vocate a policy of neutrality, pacifism, opportunism and, if nec- 
essary, acceptance of Bolshevism, thus slowing the political, military 
and economic organization of the West. 

What really matters in the Soviet system is not their for- 
eign but their domestic policy in the Union proper and in the countries 
of the Soviet bloc, where the sole aims are CEMTR ALI2 AT I ON AND 
STRENGTHENING OF THE SOVIET EMPIRE WITHIN ITS PRESENT FRONTIERS . 

The unofficial Soviet policy outside the felon is appealing to 
the fifth columns and Soviet agents, . fomenting upheavals in Europe, 
Africa, Asia and America, all for the purpose of weakening their 
rear and center. 

The Soviet foreign policy serves only as a screen for 
the process of building up and strengthening the Soviet Empire, to 
prevent the untimely outbreak of conflicts or a surprise attack from 
the West, should the latter decide to launch one. The secondary 
tasks in furtherance of official foreign policy are: propaganda of* 
Soviet pacifism and cooperation with diver Biooist moves . 
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The complete isolation of the Soviet Union from the 
West caused the severing of contacts between the Beat end the 
USSR (peoples) except those through Soviet diplomatic channels. 

As this is not the most essential and important factor of Bolshevik 
policy {in fact. It plays hut an auxiliary role in the building 
up of the Soviet Empire), it is natural that all Western hopes 
and plans aiming to influence Soviet policy and settle the 
aost important issues by diplomatic means are USELESS AND CARROT
